Progress Of The C.N.R. 


The most encouraging reading matter to be laid before the people of Can 
ada for many years was that setting forth the complete operating results of 
the Canadian National Railways for the year 1925, supplemented a few weeks 
later by the statement made to Parliament by Hon. C. A, Dunning, the new 
Minister of Kailways. The Canadian National Railways, and its predecessors 
tn the various separate Hnes which now constitute the National system, have 
for so long been a financal burden on the Canadian taxpayer, thai it is a dis- 
tinct relief to read the really splendid showing of the system last year, and 
che further betterments already reported for 1926, 

The net earnings of the Canadian National last year were nearly double 
tnose of 1924, befiig $22,264.111 as compared with $17,244,251, 


million dollars in operating revenues, and a decrease -of over five and one- 
half millions in operating expenses. Net earnings in 1925 were twelve times 
what they were in 1922. 

Supplementing this annual statement for 1925, Mr. Dunning was able to in- 
form Parllament that for the first four months of 1926, net earnings of the 
Canadian National amounted to $9,689,217, a record for any similar period 
in the history of the amalgamated system, and the Minister: was therefore 
in the happy position of being able to say that “given a reasonably good har- 
vest and freedom from traffic losses due to labor difficulties it may be pos- 
sible for the Natlonal Railways to pay this year their entire interest charges 
due the public.” 

That is to say, if present conditions are maintained, and the promise of 
the 1926 crop realized, the Canadian people this year will not be called upon 
to make good any deficit Gut of taxes. 

For the first time, too, the Canadian Government ships, now operated by 
the Canadian National management, showed an operating profit during the 
first four months of 1926. The National Rallways are carrying cargoes to 
the ships, and the ships are bringing tratfic to the railway,

standard. In the case of the Canadian National, however, it 1s satisfactory to 
learn that this is not the case. On the contrary, the physteal condition oi 
the system has been steadily improved and better, not less satisfactory, service 
provided. A 

As pointed out in a recent article, it was this improvem-nt in Canadian 
Nuttonal finances which wa.: an important factor in enabling i res 
ister in his recent budget to lower the Income Tax, retuin 
age, wipe out the receipt tax, und reduce the Customs dutle 
of automobiles.

Thus, not indirectly, but directly and immediately the peo- 


ple of Canada enjoy o measure of tax relief because of the success being ; 


achieved by Sir Henry Thornton and his co-workers In the management of 
the Canadian National. 

If the expectations of Sir [fenry and Mr. Dunning are realized this year— 
and present indications are that they will be—then further taxation relief may 
be looked for, or, as an alternative, a start made in the direction of reducing 


the enormous war debt which the Dominion now has to carry. Hither step, 


of course, would mean a further reductin in the financial burden and obliga-— 


tions of the Canadian people. 

Finally, it is a matter of particulur national gratification that this steady 
and even rapid improvement in the Canadian National has been brought 
about without doing any injury whatever to Canada’s other great national 
rallway, the Canadian Pacific. ‘The C.P.R, also reported a very successful 
year in 1925, fur better than was expected during the earlier months of that 
year, and thus far in 1926 it continues to further improve and strengthen {ts 
position, Much as Canadians desire to see the Cunadian National prosper 
and more than pay its way, they are equally desirous of seeing the C.P.R. grow 
and prosper. There is no wish to advance the welfare of one system at the 
expense of the other. Both are national systems in the true meaning of the 
term, and both ean and are rendering services of immense 
Dominion. 

With increasing immigration, a general renewal in all lines of industry 
and commerce, and given « good crop throughout the country this year, the 
future of Canada’s railways is encouraging.
